was at Milan. The strike was for 
higher wages on the street and gov- 
ernment railways, and became gen- 
eral. Street car conductors get CO 
cents a day here. The cost of living 
here, as in most places, is just what 
you make it. I went through the 
markets and into grocery and dry-. 
goods stores, and priced articles. an<f 
found everything as dear or dearer 
than in Cincinnati. In fact, fir»every 
clty I have visited, the cost of living 
is greater than in Cincinnati. A man 
can live cheaply of course, if he only- 
eats thin soup and bread. The street 
car conductors In Cincinnati get two 
dollars per day. Well, there were a 
lot of soldiers rushed Into the city, 
and lively times anticipated, and fin 
ally some rioting. I saw women and 
children placed across the street ear 
tracks, and men stand with stones 
ready to hurl them at the scab con- 
ductors, if they dared to move the 
car. There were a number hurt and 
seriouslv injured throughout the city.
